Joktt C. Lower, a leading business 


maa of Gettysburg, and a Civil "War 
veteran, died at his home on Carlisle 
street on Tuesday aged 73 years, 2 
months and 21 days. 
About three 


weeks before his death he had an at- 
tack of uracmic poron-n^ and whil.j 
recovering from this congestion of 
the lungs devloped, and in a few days 
death followed. 


Mr. Lower was born in Areiidts- 


ville in 1844, a son oi John Conrad 
Lower, a merchant for many years at 
/rendtsville and McKnightstown. He 
began early his commercial life in 
his father's store, then clerked sev- 
eral years in a store at Allen, Cum- 
berland county. Going to Baltimore 
he became a traveling salesman for 
the large wholesale grocery firm of 
Fink Brothers. After many years in 
their employ he went to H. K. Kindig 
& Co., wholesale grocers, and later to 
J. W. Myers & Co., of Hagerstovvn. 
Several years ago he organized the 
John C. Lower Company, wholesale 
grocers, of this place, and built up a 
iaxge business for his company ag- 
gregating several hundred thousand 
dollars last year. 


Mr. Lower's successful career was 


largely due to his excellent business 
judgment and a winning personality. 
There was a happy disposition that 
made friend': 
easily and 
his high 


business principles held them and he 
built up a business over a large ter- 
ritory. Mr. Lower was a member of

| "3. By consuming goods in smaller 
amounts, not only are goods saved, 
but money is saved, and the people 
thus put in a position to absorb and 
pay for the war loans of the govern- 
ment out of savings. 


"4. By diminishing the consump- 


tion of goods and by paying for gov- 
ernment bonds out of savings, in- 
' stead of from funds borrowed from 
the banks, both the rapid rise of 
prices of goods is retarded as well as 
banking inflation, which accelerates 
the rise of prices. 


"It cannot have escaped the atten- 


tion of the banks, that, since the be- 
ginning of the war, deposits have in-

rate. It is true that the federal re- 
serve's holdings of gold have also in- 
creased to a point where they arc 
larger than those of any other coun- 
try, but the percentage of the gold 
reserves against deposits and notes 
has decreased.

In 1914 the usual corn fertilizer cost 


$21 per ton. Toda\ the same fertilizer 
costs around $32 per ton—an increase 
of 50 per cent 
In 1914 corn was 


worth about 60 cents per bushel, tak- 
ing the country over. Today it sells at 
not less than .$l.r;0 per bushel, on the 
farm—more than 100 per cent increase. 


The same calculation could be made 


for wheat, potatoes, or almost any 
other crop (excepting in the case of 
those fertilizers containing potash). 


Each individual farmer has merely 


to consider whether fertilizers paid 
before the war; if so they will pay 
eren better now.

The shifting sands of Astrakhan and 


the measures taken by the Russian 
government to deal with this problem 
form the subject of a memoir by J. 
G. Flrstov, published In Petrograd, ob- 
eerves the Scientific American. Ten 
million acres of the province In ques- 
tion arc covered with shifting sands 
formed during the nineteenth century 
and subsequently. These sands li:ive 
been spreading at the rate of 10U.OOO 
acres a year, the result beiutc Uie trans- 
formation of good pasture laud into a 
barren waste. The prindpul cause is 
over grazing; flocks and herds are kept 
eo long in one place as to result in the 
complete destruction of the turf. Poor 
agricultural, methods are also respon- 
sible. About the beginning of the pres- 
ent century the government took meas- 
ures of control and reclamation, and 
between 1004 and 1000 an area of about 
40,000 acres was brought under culti- 
vation. In 1913 a spocial service was 
ordered to deal with the question. 
The province was put under the charge 
of a chief forestry cfiicer and rtiviO^cl 
into six districts, ID each of which a 
subordinate official was appointed to 
superintend the work.

Winter Wheat Prospect*. 


Winter Wheat, Pennsylvania. — The 


acreage sown this fall is 5 per cent. 
more than the estimated acreage 
sown in the fall of 1916, equivalent to 
an increase of 73,ooo acres, the indi- 
cated total acreage sown being 1,530,- 
ooo acres, compared with 1,457,000 
acres last year. Condition on De- 
cember i was 85 per cent, of normal. 
compared with 91, a year ago and 90 
per cent, the ten-year average con- 
dition on December t. Farmers were 
disposed to show a much larger in- 
crease, but found it impossible due 
to the shortage of farm labor and 
unfavorable weather during October, 
in many parts of the State. The low 
condition was caused by late seed- 
ing, and the growth has been retard- 
ed by the cold weather during the 
latter part of October and Novem- 
ber. 


Winter 
Wheat, United States. — 


The acreage sown this fall was 42,- 
1/0,000 acres, compared with 40.534.- 
«oo acres planted last year. Condi- 
tion on December i was 79.3 per 
cent, normal, compared with 85.7 last 
year and 89,3. the ten-year average 
condition on December t.

That someone was puzzling over the 


Idea of making a phonograph as early 
aa 1772 Is proved by an extract from 
a hitherto unpublished letter by Dr. 
Hrasmus 
Darwin 
(grandfather 
of 


Charles Darvrln) to Benjamin Frank- 
Ua. quoted by Dr. L. Hussakof In Sci- 
ence. "I have heard," wrote Dr. Dar- 
win "of somebody that attempted t» 
make a speaking machine. Pray, wa* 
there any truth In any such reports?" 


And Dr. L. L. Woodruff of Tale uni- 


versity quotes the following Interesting 
paragraph from a note in the "Temple 
of Nature," published by Erasmus Dar- 
win In 1802: 


"I have treated with greater confi- 


dence on the formation of articulate 
Bounds, as I many years ago gave con- 
siderable attention to this subject for 
Ike purpose of Improving shorthand; 
at that time I conttired a wooden 
aovth with llpa of soft leather, aod 
with a valve over the back part of it 
for nostrils, both of which could he 
qoickly opened «r closed by the pres- 
s*re of the fingers, the vocality was 
given by a silk ribbon about aa inch 
long and a quarter of an inch wide 
atretched between two bits of smooth 
wood a little hollowed; so that when 
a gentle current of air from beUows 
was blo-sra -on the edge of the ribbon 
it gave an agreeable tone, as it vi- 
brated bcl-vrcen the 
vrowlcn sMes,

Sanitary Fountains. 


An investigation o' drinliif.g foun- 


tain' at the University of Minnesota, 
carried mi by the state board of 
health, lo-l to the raih^r startling re- 
sult that the 77 fmiatains in use at 
the university, most of. v.hich be'onged 
to various supposedly "sanitary" types 
were found to be Improperly construct- 
ed to prevent con fatal nation by tne 
consumer, according to the Scientific 
American. The principal deftct was 
the vertical discharge of the water, 
making it necessary for the consumer 
to place his mouth directly over the 
point of discharge. It was found that 
the majority of persons drank with the 
lips touching the nozzle.
